A S the Jirft Edition of this Piece, printed many years 
fince, contained chiefly Six Differtations, viz., con¬ 
cerning r.

which, with Des-C&rtcs, he makes to be three ; theory?, that 
which emits Light, and conftitutes the lucid Stars; the fecond , 
that which every way tranfinits Light as the Heavens do; 
the third , that which reflefts Light, or is neither lucid, 
nor luminous, but opaque, as Comets, Planets and our 
Earth.

To which are fubjoyned four Difcourfes more, viz. of Place ; 
of theConftitutionof Lcgick, (which he comprehends in four 
very plain and important Foulest;) of theConftitutionof Phe¬ 
nology, vvhofe office it is, to explain the phenomena of the 
Univerie by intelligible caufes; and of the Wtfdom of the 
Indents , deduced by hun according to the feries of times 
and periods; wherein it hath confiderably changed either for 
the be-tcer or worfe.

T Here being found fo little certainty among Chrono’oger;, 
this Author endeavours to reconcile them, by pro¬ 
posing four principles, whereby he pretends to make ic out, 
that they may be made to agree together. 

The firjl is, that in every eAEra , or way of computing the 
Times, otherwife called Efothas , there are divers Hypothe- 
fes, of which Pome are fhorter, Pome longer. 

The fecond , that the new tMra's are ellablifhed upon the 
Ancient, according to their different hypothefes. 

The third , that the different marks of the Time of theE- 
vents, which depend upon different hypothePes, dofigoifieone 
and the Pame time. 

The fourth, that the Time or Year wherein the Event is 
come to paPs which gives the name to every Epotba , is certain, 
and agreed upon by all Authors. 

For Example, Pliny f, aith, that Theophraflus affirms, that 
Callids found Vermilion ninety years before Praxibulus , Pretor 
of Athens $ which comes to the three hundred forty ninth 
year of Rome. Praxibulus , according to the Chronology of 
the Greeks , was Pretor of Athens the third year of the one 
hundred and fixteemh Olympiad. The ninetieth year before 
him fails out in the Pirfi: year of the ninetieth Olympiad, 
which, according to Eratofthenes, is in effefl the three hun¬ 
dred forty ninth year of Rome. Put the fame year of the 
fame Olympiad, according to Varro, ;s the three hundred one 
and fiftieth of Rome: On the contrary, that year which is 
the three hundred forty ninth of Rome , according to Varro, 
is the third of the ninety third Olympiad, according to JFjm- 
tojlhenes. 

So that you may Pee by this Exam pie, (where in Pliny mikes 
ufeof the firft hypothefis of Eratoflhenes , though elPe he often 
ufeth the fir ft of thofe that have rePpeft to Eufebius and Varro)

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the truth of ailthefe principles: i. That in the fame iALra 
there are different hypothefes: '/.That the different marks 
of the Time of the invention of Vermilion , \vh.ch depend 
from thofe different hypothefes, fignifie one and the fame Time; 
3. That the difference, which is found between Varro anti 
Eratoflbenes as to the Olyuipick years, is »be fame with that, 
which would be there found, if both of them had continued to 
reckon by the Tears of Vroy, which is a certain F.pocbaunnl 
the Event propofed : 4. That Yearn only adds two years to the 
Tears of Rome, becaufe he eftabliflies the nARra of Rome upon 
that of Troy, according to the fhortefi hyporl dis. 

To learn eafiiy the pradiice of thefe Principles; after the 
explication given of the Origin of the <>ALra of Antioch (of 
which no Author hath made any mention befjre Eujebius,) of 
theofir* of Spain , and of the Vulgar zALra , which are the 
Chnftian tAZra‘s,to which the Incertainty of the Interval from 
Exodus unto the Euilding of the Temple hath given place ; 
this Author fubj oyns fix Rules , in which be collects and ex¬ 
plain?, what concerns, in Chronology, the Hebrews, Greeks, 
Romans, Babylonians and Perfians■ He likewife examines, 
what concerns the Egyptians upon the occafion of the Eclipfe 
noted by Jofephus , lib. 17. c. 8. of the JewtJh Antiquities \ 
where he very har.dfomly explains their Year, and what was 
their Sothiaque period. Healfjlargely treats of the lpocba 
of the Nativity of cur Lord , as well as of the Time of the 
Reign and Death of Herod , to whom he afligns forty years for 
his Reign,&c„

JgrE 
culture is the fund and foundation ; and 7 : a:!e and Com- 
mercty the fbperfirudurc ; and Common Fonefly, the firong- 
eftjoynt to unite both together, To make England truly 
happy.

Diet cheap and at hand. In the parifti of Netkerburgb m 
Dorfetfbire , near Btmefier , they do already in good) ears 
make three thoufand hogfheadsof good Cider: This pre- 
font year they made f me hundreds above two thoufand 
kogfbeads .• And for fome private Mansions in Devon(bire , 
they make four hundred, five hundred, fix hundred, and, 
in plentiful years, fieven hundred hogfheads < f ftrong and 


excellent Cider. This we have from good hands; and 


is a good Example from the Wt.fi. 


But here our Author hath difeovered *:he Myfterks of 
Trade univerfally for a;i pars of England: ( Which l 
have publickly ackoowl'.dged to be above my skill rr be 
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great Concernments of Lucre.} And he hath detected the 
Myfteries of Iniquity , How C>roe wealthy Merchants, and 
over-bufy Faftors, do hinder Trade and our Staple Many- 
faflures for private lucre, to the great damage of their 
own Native Country. He advifeth good Remedies. He 
propofethj what Trades are proper to be advanced in the 
feveral parts of England; How to be there Advanced: 
What the peculiar Conveniences: All Requifites direfled: 
Where the Trade of Fine Linnen is firft to be fet up; 
namely, in Warwick , Leicefier , Northampton and Oxford- 
Jbire. Why, and How to be fet up firft there. In the Weft 
of England, in Glouceffer, Worcejler, Wiltjbire, Shropjhire, 
Staffordshire, and in fotne parts of Warwickshire, Cloathing 
of all forts: And in Kent, Ejjex, Surrey, Supx, Suffolk, 
Norfolk', in Derby, Nottingham and Torkjhirc, Woollen 
Manufactures to be encouraged: How , and with what 
great advantages the Trade of Spinning fine Thred and 
Tape may be fet up in Herefordjbire ? Whence Provifions 
may beraifedbeft for the City of London ; and how their 
Handicrafts may be improved ? Where Iron-Mills, and 
Iron-Works* may for General profit be promoted ; himfelf 
having been long pra&iced in that Irnploy ment > What Ri* 
vers, in England and Ireland, may be made Navigable; himfelf 
having Purveyed them, and made fotne coafiderable Rivers 
Navigable ? 

And himfelf afted diligently, with Inftruftions and 
furnifliing Seed, or other Materials , for the effeftiial Im¬ 
provement of the greateft part of Worcejler , Gloucejler, 
Hereford, Stafford and Shropshire , in all their Ryelands. 
And, like a Jofeph in Egypt , he here advifeth Granaries, 
Work-houfes, and other publick helps for Trade in the 
fitteft places, all over England ; and a Begijler , which 
is prafticed with goodfuccefs, and is the life of Trade at 
Taunton in Somerfetjbire, and in feme Forraign parts, where

Scotland.
